The  most  pressing  want  of  the  schools  at  present,  is  a  course  of 
instruction  in  the  elements  of  natural  science,  and  a  course  of  draw- 
ing, both  free-hand  and  instrumental.  Such  a  course  is  demanded 
by  all  mechanical  trades. 

There  is  hardly  a  mechanic  who  would  not  be  a  better  workman, 
and  receive  better  wages  if  he  was  acquainted  with  drawing,  and 
these  times  demand  that  drawing  shall  constitute  a  part  of  their  ed- 
ucation as  surely  as  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic. 

We  hope  this  refining  and  useful  exercise  will  be  introduced  into 
our  schools,  and  systematically  taught,  so  that  not  a  scholar  shall 
leave  school  unfitted  to  enter  upon  any  of  the  numbarless  trades, 
ind  occupations,  which  require  a  trained  eye  and  skillful  hand  to  in- 
sure success  and  advancement. 
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WRITING 

The  vertical  system  of  writing  was  introduced  at  the  beginning  of 
the  fall  term,  and  the  improvement  in  writing  is  full  of  promise  for 
the  future.  Primary  and  intermediate  scholars  have  made  a  better 
degree  of  advancement  during  the  two  terms,  with  the  vertical  sys- 
tem than  could  have  been  made  in  two  years  under  the  old  slant 
system. 

MUSIC. 

We  deem  it  desirable  to  have  music  taught  in  the  schools.  No 
branch  Seems  more  entitled  to  a  place  in  a  good  education  and  we 
can  not  think  our  public  schools  ought  to  be  without  regular  and 
systematic  instruction  in  the  science  as  well  as  the  art  of  music. 

Should  drawing  and  music  be  introduced  it  will  require  an  ad- 
dition to  the  annual  appropriatian  for  the  first  year. 

In  conclusion — The  schools  during  the  year  throughout  the 
town  have  with  very  few  exceptions  been  profitably  conducted, 
with  ability,  fidelity  and  energy  by  the  teachers,  to  the  satisfaction 
of  your  superintendents,  and  as  we  believe  to  the  general  satisfac- 
tion of  the  public.  The  scholars  have  manifested  more  than  an 
ordinary  amount  of  interest,  and  the  average  attendance  of  pupils 
in  proportion  to  the  whole  number  registered  has  been  large,  and 
particularly  has  this  been  noticeable  during  the  winter  term,  when 
the  weather  throughout  the  whole  time  was  of  the  most  inclement 
character,  showing  conclusivelv  that  parents  must  have  exerted 
themselves  considerably  in  getting  their  children  to  school.  Such 
an  interes4:  on  the  part  of  parents  is  especially  to  be  commended. 
It  is  of  very  rare  occurrence  that  complaints  are  made  of  inability, 
or  fault  of  teachers,  or  lack  of  progress  on  the  part  of  pupils,  when 
the  pupils  ;ire  regular  in  a:  tern  lance. 

We  regret  to  say  that  in  a  few  instances  the  requirements  of  the 
teacher  were  considered  by  the  parents  by  far  too  onerous,  and 
and  that  their  flat  refusal  to  comply  with  them  resulted  in  their 
tiding  their  children  from  the  school,  and  thus  depriving  them 
do  only  of  the  advantage  of  excellent  instruction  in  their  studies 
b  it  of  the  wh  )lesome  discipline  of  the  school,  when  perhaps  for 
th    first  lime  they  experienced  restraint  fm#n  following  precisely  the 
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bent  of  their  own  inclination.  We  have  in  every  instance  BUS 
tained  the  teacher. 

But  few  cases  of  insubordination  have  occurred  during  the 
year,  and  these  have  been  summarily  disposed  of,  no  case  requiring 
the  attention  of  the  entire  board  or  hindering  the  progress  of  the 
schools. 

Fellow  townsmen,  we  trust  you  will  set  aside  all  partisan  and 
local  prejudices  in  the  matter  of  our  schools,  and  be  united  for  the 
common  welfare  of  each  and  all  of  our  children. 

It  matters  not,  however  much  we  differ  in  politics,  religion,  or 
with  reference  to  any  other  subject,  we  should  all  be  united,  for 
without  united  support  and  co-operation  of  the  inhabitants  of  each 
district,  no  school  will  be  a  success.

Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

In  presenting  my  report  as  superintendent  of  schools,  it  is  a 
pleasure  to  be  able  to  say  that  our  schools  during  the  past  year 
have  been  very  successful.  I  will  not  attempt  a  minute  descrip- 
tion of  each  school,  but  will  consider  them  altogether. 

The  best  place  to  discuss  the  merits  of  each  school  is  before  it, 
and  the  time  to  criticise  a  teacher  is  while  she  is  at  work.  It  is  a 
pleasure  to  note  in  terms  they  deserve,  those  teachers  who  have 
nbbly  done  their  duty  and  have  brought  to  the  public  service, 
judgment,  tact,  together  with  that  fund  of  information  drawn  from 
study,  observation  and  experience,  a  quick  insight  into  the  motives 
and  impulses  of  children,  and  other  qualities  that  combine  to  make 
a  good  teacher. 

I  have  spoken  of  the  worth  of  such  teachers,  and  a  correspond- 
ing recommendation  is  ever  read)'  for  them.  It  would  be  unrea- 
sonable to  expect  equal  success  in  every  instance,  consequently 
while  we  may  congratulate  ourselves  on  the  general  prosperity  of 
our  schools  and  the  harmony  which  has  marked  the  relations  of 
nearly  all  concerned,  yet  we  must  admit  there  are  different  degrees 
of  excellence. 

Generally  the  discipline  of  the  schools  has  been  commendable, 
combining  firmness  with  mildness  in  such  proportion,  that  a  good 
degree  of  order  has  in  most  cases  been  secured,  through  the 
scholar's  respect  and  love,  rather  than  fear  of  the  teacher. 

The  few  suggestions  needed  by  the  teachers  have  been  offered 
and  accepted  as  helps,  rather  than  criticisms,  and  the  relations 
between  teachers,  pupils  and  superintendent  have  been  pleasant 
as  could  be  expected. 

Reading  and  spelling  are  universal  among  our  scholars,  branches 
in  which  proper  instruction  is  most  difficult  and  most  needed, 
forming  the  basis  of  every  good  education,  and  prominent  in  every 
school's  order  of  exercises  they  are  yet  most  slighted  and  poorly 
taught.  One  source  of  evil  in  this  case,  is  ambition  to  advance 
children  to  reading  books  entirely  beyond  their  capacity,  produc- 
ing a  tendency  to  mechanical  reading,  without  the  slightest  idea 
of  the,  author's  meaning,  and  a  consequent  lack  of  tone,  accent, 
emphasis,  and  all  that  is  essential  to  good  reading. 

If  the  much  needed  reform  is  accomplished  in  this  direction,  its 
foundation  must  be  laid  by  the  primary  teacher,  who  shoald  never 
be  without  normal  training  and  marked  ability,  with  untiring  zeal 
in  securing  in  even-  exercise  an  erect  posture,  distinct  utterance, 
correct  perception  and  rendering  by  means  of  emphasis  and  expres- 
sion of  the  author's  sentiments. 
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TARDINESS  AND  ABSENCE. 
Other  great  hindrances  to  complete  success,  are  tardiness  and 
irregular  attendance.  The  statistics  show  over  300  cases  of  tardi- 
ness and  the  absence  equal  one-fifth  of  the  whole  attendance.  This 
frequent  absence  breaks  the  chain  of  study,  makes  gaps  in  reci- 
tations, and  is  fatal  to  uniform  and  orderly  advancement.  The 
absent  scholar  must  either  lose  his  lesson,  or  the  whole  class  the 
time  necessary  to  repeat  for  his  benefit,  and  at  the  examination 
the  teacher  finds  to  her  mortification  and  discouragement  that  her 
most  zealous  endeavor  to  make  the  class  acquit  themselves  credit- 
ably is  balked  by  the  faltering  of  every  fourth  member,  whose 
frequeut  absence  and  lost  lessons  now  assert  their  importance  by 
his  confusion.  In  some  studies  the  missing  lesson  seems  to  render 
the  whole  chain  useless,  and  the  unfortunate  straggler  catches 
only  here  and  there  a  portion,  though  often  more  to  be  pitied  than 
blamed,  since  his  absence  or  tardiness  is  frequently  permitted  or 
caused  by  his  parents,  find  discipline  and  regularity  of  thought 
impossible,  his  interest  in  his  lessons  broken  up,  robbed  of  the 
golden  opportunities  that  are  gone  forever. 

MUSIC. 

I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  another  class  of  instruction  which 
should  be  given  in  our  schools.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  is 
expedient  to  introduce  vocal  music  as  a  branch  of  popular  instruc- 
tion in  our  public  schools.  There  are  practical  considerations 
which  are  deserving  of  particular  attention. 

Good  reading,  we  all  know,  is  an  important  object  in  the  pres- 
ent system  of  instruction  in  our  schools.  And  on  what  does  it 
depend?  Apart  from  emphasis,  on  two  things  mainly —modula- 
tion and  articulation.  Now,  modulation  comes  from  the  vowel 
sounds,  and  articulation  from  the  consonant  sounds  of  the  lan- 
guage chiefly.  Dynamics,  therefore,  or  that  part  of  vocal  music 
which  is  concerned  with  the  force  and  delivery  of  sounds,  has  a 
direct  rhetorical  connection.  Besides  this,  effect  upon  the  deport- 
ment in  the  school  according  to  the  testimony  of  those  who  have 
observed  it,  is  very  beneficial. 

Wherever  music  as  a  branch  of  common  school  education  has 
been  fairly  tried,  popular  sentiment,  which  is  the  only  basis  upon 
which  the  superstructure  of  common  schools  rest,  is  entirely  in 
favor  of  it;  the  experiment  once  fairly  tested,  its  strongest  oppo- 
nents have  become  its  warmest  friends,  and  most  anxious' for  its 
permanence. 

Writing  has  for  the  first  time  received  something  near  the  atten- 
it  demanded.  Every  teacher  has  been  instructed  to  insist  upon 
writing  every  day,  by  every  scholar  large  enough  to  grasp  a  pen 
or  pencil  with  sufficient  firmness  to  make  a  straight  line.  The 
result  has  been  wonderful.

Text  Books — The  books  throughout  the  town  are  in  very  good 
condition.  We  have  on  hand  some  new  books  not  distributed, 
writing  books  and  practice  paper  for  the  first  term,  chalk  to  last 
the  full  year.  It  will  take  about  the  same  appropriation  next  year 
as  last  to  meet  outstanding  bills  and  supply  new  books  and 
appliances. 

Wants — We  need  full  sets  of  wall  maps  for  our  Primary,  Knapp 
and  Blackman  schools,  so  we  may  be  able  to  teach  geography 
intelligently,  and  an  additional  blackboard  in  the  primary  school 
so  that  scholars  may  be  properly  drilled  in  writing  and  drawing. 
These  exercises  have  to  some  extent  been  brought  out  in  our 
primary  and  intermediate  schools  during  the  past  year,  and  con- 
siderable proficiency  has  been  made,  so  much  so  that  I  am  satisfied 
with  suitable  facilities,  great  good  could  be  accomplished  and  a 
decided  advance  made  in  primary  teaching. 
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REPAIRS. — The  walls  and  ceilings  in  the  Primary  and  Inter- 
mediate rooms  should  be  whitewashed,  two  chairs  are  needed  in 
each  of  the  rooms  in  the  village  school  house.  New  stove  pipe 
will  have  to  be  put  into  the  Knapp  school  house  and  the  ceiling 
patched  in  the  entry. 

The  Blackman  school  house  is  in  a  bad  condition.  I  have  been 
unable  to  make  the  needed  repairs,  owing  to  the  appropriation  not 
being  sufficient.  There  are  two  doors  to  be  hung  and  painted, 
several  lights  of  glass  to  be  set,  eight  window  shades  to  be  hung, 
a  large  mortar  patch  to  be  put  on  the  ceiling,  and  the  out-house 
should  be  repaired.

Siaperintendent's  !Report. 


In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  law,  I  respectfully  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report  of  t  he  Bchools  of  the  town  of  Bradley  for  the  school  year  L899-'00: 

school  ATTENDANCE. 
There  are  in  the  town  200  persons  between  the  ages  of  4  and  21  years. 
Whole  number  of  different  pupils  registered  during  the  year  is  147;  the  average 
number  attending  during  the  year  is  134.  Where  are  all  the  others  of  school 
age?  Why  are  they  allowed  to  remain  away  from  school?  Absence  from 
school  for  any  and  every  trivial  cause  is  wrong.  The  loss  is  not  all  in  the  loss 
of  so  much  time  which  cannot  be  recovered,  but  in  the  disadvantage  it  places 
them  with  other  scholars  in  their  classes.  This  great  loss  can  justly  be 
charged  to  parents,  and  to  them  alone;  see  to  it  then  that  you  exert  all  the 
means  in  your  power  to  cause  your  scholars  to  attend  school  with  regularity  and 
promptness. 

TEXT-BOOKS. 

The  books  are  in  a  very  good  condition  with  the  exception  of  readers. 
Knowing  that  they  ought  to  be  changed  at  the  commencement  of  the  next  year, 
I  have  not  bought  many  new  ones  for  the  last  year.  A  small  appropriation  in 
addition  to  what  it  will  take  to  buy  new  readers,  will  make  the  exchange  and 
all  the  schools  will' be  furnished  with  new  material  to  work  with.  The  geog- 
raphies we  are  now  using  do  not  give  satisfaction.  They  are  not  liked  by  any 
of  the  teachers  who  have  ever  used  them  in  our  town,  and  I  can  see  that  we  do 
not  get  good  results  from  their  use.  I  would  recommend  that  they  be 
exchanged  for  something  up  to  the  times  that  would  be  better  understood  by 
those  who  use  them.  To  make  the  exchange  needed  will  take  an  approbriation 
of  about  $200.
